FROM THE 
PASTOR’S DESK 



Thomas believed because he saw Jesus. What 
will it take for you to respond to God’s call to 
priesthood or religious life? (John 20:19-31)

SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last week in sparks, I shared about the 
importance of the period of “Mystagogy” which 
is the third step in the Rite of Christian 
Initiation of Adults. Mystagogy, or post 
baptismal catechesis as it is called as well, is to 
help those newly initiated into the church to 
continue to articulate their understanding of 
receiving the Easter Sacraments in the 
worshipping-life of the community, especially 
those who are newly baptized. 

The newly baptized are also given the 
name of “neophytes” which means “newly 
planted”. These neophytes are newly planted 
into the way of the Christian life, now 
incorporated into the Body of Christ, called now 
to live and profess Christ and to walk in the 
newness of life. 

Again, mystaogogia seeks to uncover 
the signs, symbols, and gestures of the initiation 
rite of the great Easter Vigil. This process of 
mystaogogia is not simply for those who have 
been newly initiated into the church, the body of 
Christ, through the sacraments of baptism, 
confirmation and first Eucharist. But it is for all 
of us who belong to the Christian community, 
who are called into this process as well which is 
in fact, to last a lifetime. We are all called to be 
life-learners of the faith. 

This could be a great opportunity for 
all of us to do some study and reflecting on the 
sacraments of initiation. Perhaps we could read 
a book or some articles on our sacramental way 
of life. Or we could read the Acts of the 
Apostles with the help of a commentary 
throughout the Easter season. This way we 


would surely model and join with those newly 
initiated to be those “life long learners of the 
faith”. 

May this period of Mystaogogia be a 
time for our community of faith and those 
newly initiated into the church to grow in a 
deeper appreciation and grasp more fully the 
paschal mystery within our lives. We do this 
simply by mediating on the Gospel, sharing in 
the Eucharist, and doing works of charity.

Reflection 

• When where you “hard pressed and 
falling,” who helped you? 

• Who is “the first and the last?” 

... the most pure and absolute Being, which is 
being without qualification is the first and the 
last, it is, therefore, the origin and 
consummating end of all things. 

Because it is eternal and most present, 
it therefore encompasses and enters 
all duration as if it were at one and the same 
time its center and circumference. 
Because it is utterly simple and the greatest, 
it is, therefore, totally within all things 
and totally outside them and thus 
"is an intelligible sphere whose 
center is everywhere and whose 
circumference is nowhere." 

Because it is most perfect and immense, 
it is, therefore, within all things, but not 
enclosed; outside all things, but not excluded; 
above all things, but not aloof; below all things, 
but not debased. Finally, because it is supremely 
one and all-inclusive it is, therefore, 
all in all, although all things are many 
and it is itself only one and this is so because, 
through its most simple unity, 
most serene truth and most sincere goodness, 
there is in it all power, all exemplarity and all 
communicability. Consequently ,from him, 
through him and in him are all things 
for he is all-powerful, all-knowing and all-good, 
and to see him perfectly is to be blessed, as was 
said to Moses: 

7 will show you all good. 1
